Labor Datj and Ejection 201 2 


Labor Day is summer's last holiday. My parents were married 60 years 
ago on September 1. This Sunday I will go to Timber Lake to see family. 
Several of us will gather for Mass with my parents Monday at the nursing 
home in Selby where my dad resides. Their abiding love and fidelity to one 
another has been a great inspiration. 

As we step aside to enjoy Labor Day with family, we are also in the midst 
of political conventions. Media hype on the conventions and the 2012 
election fills the air. The challenge is to stay engaged with a proper focus on 
the essentials. As you consider the issues, you might view a 3 minute video 
on YouTube which challenges Catholics to vote based on our values: 
www.youtube.com/watch?v=D9vOt6IXXaM&hd . 

Another good article is the U.S. Bishops Labor Day Statement. Sometimes 
the bottom line for both parties is simply how to improve the economy. That 
is a pressing issue, but other concerns overlap with it. Just wages for the 
working poor and the need for immigration reform are both issues that need 
attention for anyone who claims to live the Gospel. The document asks us to 
consider these matters as it states: 

"This broken economy also contributes to the danger that workers 
will be exploited or mistreated in other ways. For example, many 
employees struggle for just wages, a safe workplace, and a voice in 
the economy, but they cannot purchase the goods they make, stay in 
the hotels they clean, or eat the food they harvest, prepare, or serve. 
Immigrants and their families are especially vulnerable, which 
highlights the urgent need for comprehensive immigration reform."

I am not aware of either party speaking out about the moral imperative to 
overcome poverty. How often have we heard over the last several elections, 
"It's the economy, stupid."? That issue drives the vote. 

Together with economic matters, we must ask whether the policies of a 
party will respect the dignity of the human person - that includes policies 
regarding the economy. Medicare, health insurance, abortion, etc. Respecting 
life and the dignity of life are absolutely essential. 

We have an obligation to be involved in the political process, not merely 
as citizens, but also as believing Catholics. The document Faithful 
Citizenship was written to help Catholics form their consciences, to 
contribute to civil and respectful public dialogue, and to shape their choices 
in light of Catholic teaching. I encourage you to view it:
